B. Winston, former Under-Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, told a jury in 
Federal Court today that in 1929 
he had, as counsel to the directors 
of the National City Co., told offi- 
cers of the company that $1,860,000 
they had received from a manage- 
ment fund that year “could not »e 

ed as personal income.”

Mitchell, then chairman of the 

iny.

‘Pestifying for the defense, Wins- 
ton, who practiced law in Chicago 
before becoming Under-Secretary 
of the Treasury in 1923, said he 
came from Washington to New 
York to resume his career as a 
lawyer in 1927. As a member of 
the board of the National City Co. 
and as its counsé] he wrote the 
resolutions that formed the man- 
agement fund and governed its dis- 
tributions. | 

“In the late autumn of 1929,” 
Winston said in reply to a ques- 
tion by Max D. Steuer, defense at- 
torney, “I advised officers of the 
National City Co. that = regarded 
payments from the management 
fund that year as not proper de- 
ductions from the company on its 
income tax report, and that there- 
fore it, of course, followed that 
the payments could not be regard- 
ed as personal income by them.” 

Discussing receipts signed by 
the officers, acknowledging their 
obligation to pay the money back 
out of future profits from the 
fund, Winston referred to them as 
“notes.” On an objection by George 
Z. Medalie, Federal prosecutor, he 
was not permitted to say why he 
regarded them as notes. 

Under cross-examination by Med- 
alie, Winston testified of a salary 
increase voted by the directors 
June 22, 1931, by which Mitchell’s 
total salary from the National City 
Co. and its affiliates, the National 
City Bank and the City Bank 
Farmers’ Trust Co., was increased 
from $100,000 to $200,000 a year. 

Winston testified the directors in 
December, 1930, passed a resolution 
declaring that only out of future 
management fund profits the offi- 
cers would repay the money re- 
ceived from the fund in July, 1929.

Gentlemen, at this time of 
widespread economic stress, it 
is with a feeling of deep re- 
sponsibility that I welcome you 
to this country.

ain is making a new move tonight, 
reported in government circles to 


involve a proposal of a small “to- 
ken” payment to the United States 
toward the Thursday instalment, 
to bring the war debts discussion 
to an issue. 

The move follows the aeclaration 
of Prime Minister MacDonald at 
the opening of the World Economic 
Conference this afternoon that the 
war debts problem must “be settied 
once for all and without delay.” 

An instalment totaling $75,950,000 
falls due Thursday. 

Hitherto the “token” payment 
idea has not been broached in a 
formal note to Washington, official 
quarters in Whitehall! affirmed, but 
it was understood that Ambassador 
Sir Ronald Lindsay mentioned it in 
his discussions with the White 
House. i 
The context of a British note 
which is being dispatched tonight, 
it was apid, will be based on infor- 
mation received from the Ambassa- 
dor as tovrits probable reception. 

In Italian quarters it was said 
the Rome Government had vir- 
tually decided to adopt whatever 
war debt policy Greaf Britain fol- 
lows regarding the $13,500,000 pay- 
ment due from Italy to the Unit- 
ed States on Thursday Fulvio 
Suvich, Italian Under-Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, conversed at length 
with Sir John Simon, British For- 
eign Secretary. . 

The British note, which was being 
written tonight, probably will be 
cabled before midnight. It is 
thought it will echo MacDonald's 
pronouncement before the confer- 
ence this afternoon—that while the 
war debts obviously cannot be 
taken up by the conference itself, 
they “must be dealt with before 
every obstacle to general recovery 
has been removed.” 

MacDonald had some time ago 
stated to the House of Commons 
that parallel conversations on the 
conference and on the debts could 
be held while the national leaders 
were in London. 

The idea of a “token” payment 
would be to express the good faith 
of the debtc. while settlement was 
being arranged. The figure 
£2,000,000 ($8,320,000 at today’s quo- 
tation) has been most frequently 
mentioned. It is a little more than 
10 per cent of the amount due, a 
ratio which some accept as tying 
the debts further to the Lausanne 
agreements which reduced repara- 
tions to about 10 per cent of their 
old level.

LONDON, June 12.

I fully recognize the magni- 
tude of the tasks of this con- 
ference, but there is evidence 
of a real desire to reach agree- 
ment which gives me hope, All 
nations are suffering from a 
common ill. This is shown only 
too clearly by the rise in the 
figures of unemployment. The 
meaning of these figures in 
terms of human suffering has 
been my constant concern in 
recent years, as it has been the 
concern of every one of you 
here today upon whom the re- 
sponsibility of government has 
rested. 

In the face of a crisis which 
all realize and acknowledge, | 
appeal to you all to co-operate 
for the sake of the ultimate 
good of the whole world. It 
cannot be beyond the powers 
of man so to use the vast re- 
sources of the world as to in- 
sure the material progress of 
utilization. No diminution in 
those resources has taken place. 

On the contrary, discovery, 
invention and organization have 
multiplied their possibilities to 
such an extent that abundance 
of production has itself created 
new problems.

Reported to Call

Service Committee Accused. 

The operations of the association 
which have been in violation of the 
Sherman law, it is alleged, have 
been conducted by the Service De- 
partment Committee, of which the 
individuals named as defendants 
are members, and through the pub- 
lishing and circulation of Red 
Rosters and a Service Bulletin. 

It is charged that a rule is ap 
plied by which a member of the 
association, when he receives an in- 
quiry from a non-member, shall not 
reply to it, but shall forward it to 
the credit agency which has the 
association’s exclusive franchise 
for that region. 

The effect, it is alleged, has been 
to place in the hands of the asso- 
ciation members “all or. almost all 
of the interstate trade or com- 
merce in credit information and 
credit reports. Unless the defend- 
ants shall be enjoined,” it is stated, 
“they will be enabled totally and 
permanently to exclude all other 
credit agencies from participation 
in the said interstate trade (in 
credit information).”

ganization of credit managers of 
leading retail merchants. 

The asosciation, he said, has 18,- 
000 members who pay dues of $5 a 
year. It has been instrumental! in 
organizing. 1280 credit reporting 
bureaus in as many cities which 
have on file credit information con- 
cerning 60,000,000 persons, Wood- 
lock said. 

“Our only purpose,” Woodlock 
said, “is to safeguard retail credit 
and make it profitable for the re- 
tailer and convenient for the shop- 
per. 

“About a year ago we became 
aware that a complaint had been 
filed with the Department of Jus- 
tice. We co-operated in every way 
with the investigators and _ fur- 
nished them with copies of our 
recor™s, rules, by-laws and other 
matter. 

“We had no knowledge of ever 
having violated the law and there- 
fore welcomed the _ investigation. 
The questions asked by the inves- 
tigators showed such _ intimate 
knowledge of our records as to 
cause us to feel the complainant 
had been or was still a member of 
the association. We considered 
the whole activity as a petty per- 
sonal grievance. 

“The suit complains that we rec 
ognize only one bureau in each com- 
munity. I can say frankly that we 
regard this policy as fundamental 
to the promotion of sound credit 
because it centralizes all informa- 
tion of all classes of retailers in one 
clearing house. 

“The complaint.says we require 
members to secure credit informa- 
tion through our recognized bu- 
reaus. While we make no attempt 
to dictate to our members where or 
how they are to secure informa- 
tion, we advise using the bureaus 
because there the best and most 
dependable information is ob. 
tained.” 

Some of the bureaus, Woodlock 
sa’d, are privately owned, some are 
owned by merchants and some by 
Chambers of Commerce. The asso- 
ciation, he added, has no stock in 
any of them, but recognizes bureaus -

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Ex-Convict Named by Rose- 
bud, Mo., Victims as 
Leader of Pair Who Held 
Them Up. 


Albert Holmes, former convict of 
Kansas City, who was arrested Sat- 
urday when defectives recovered 
$63,000 in bonds, some stolen, some 
counterfeit, was identified today as 
the leader of two men who robbed 
three residents,of Rosebud, Mo., of 
$25,600 in Liberty and Treasury 
bonds, last March 13. 


Identification was made by two 
of the victims, Rufus and Simon 
Mason. Their sister, Flora, who 
was bound and threatened also, re- 
mained at home. 

Sheriff W. L. Maupin,.of Gas- 
conade County, who escorted them 
to police headquarters, took back 
Holmes, and two other prisoners 
identifiei themselves as Charles 
Klein, 34 years old, 6340 Southwood 
avenue, and Tony Bettros, 1814 
Chouteau avenue. 

When the arrests were made at 
Hotel Statler, Klein was in pos- 
session of the bonds. Bettros was 
in an automobile outside. 

The arrests were made possible 
by Postoffice Inspector James 
Tunney, who heard that some 
‘stolen bonds were for sale and pre- 
sented himself as a purchaser. 

Detective Sergeants Cliffe and 
Shelton, with others of the depart- 
ment, trailed Klein, Holmes and 
Bettros all day Saturday, watched 
them confer twice in a drug store 
with a St. Louis lawyer who was 
arrested but was released yester- 
day, and then made the arrests. 

In the hotel room where they 
found Klein they also discovered 
an Army automatic stolen last No 
vember in a burglary of the Na- 
tional Guard Armory at De Soto, 
Mo. They reported that Holmes 
tried to reach the weapon and that 
was the reason why they blackened 
his eye. 

While Simon Mason checked over 
the confiscated bonds today — he 
found $25,000 worth, leaving $600 
missing—Rufus Mason told police 
and reporters the story of the 
rabbery. 

“We had a big celebration at the 
farm, March 10,” he said, “celebrat- 
ing the hundredth anniversary of 
the family’s ownership of it. Some- 
thing got in the papers about that, 
and a lot of salesmen came around. 

“Then, on. March 13, two men 
came to the door. One of them 
walked right in with a gun when 
we opened it, and they tied me up 
and then tied up Simon and then 
sister. They put hoods over our 
heads and flashed some sort of a 
torch around. A blowtorch, I think 
it was. We could see it through 
the cloth. They poured a liquid on 
us and told us it was coal oil. 

“Then this man Holmes said he 
wanted $400. I told him I didn’t 
have it in the house, but I'd get it. 
He said that everything we had 
was right there in the house and he 
was going to cut our throats and 
burn us up if we didn't tell where 
it was. Sister told where we had 
an iron box hidden upstairs and he 
and the other man took it and left.”

TO DEATH NEAR | 
COMMISSION ROW 


Police Think He Was Vic- 
tim of Robbers — Negro 
Killed Same Way Half 
Hour Later. 


Martin Mladunicky, St. Louis 


County truck farmer, was stabbed 
to death early today near Commis 
sion Row after bringing a load of 
produce to market. Robbers killed 
him when he resisted a holdup, po- 
lice thought, but a dime, all the 
money “he had. with him, was 
found in his clothing at the Morgue. 

Half an hour later, at 1:45 a. 
m., a Negro was stabbed to death 
by robbers at the foot of Poplar 
street, about a mile south from 
where Miadunick, was slain. Two 
Negroes who were washing bloody 
knives in the Mississipi River were 
arrested by police who arrived .a 
few minutes later. 

The arrested men were identi- 
fied as the murderers of the Ne- 
gro. They denied it, and when 
questioned about the death of 
Miadunickv, denied knowledge of 
it. One of them gave an address 
on Biddle street, and the other an 
address on North Sixth street, 
around the corner from where 
Miadunicky was murdered. 

Put Up Stubborn Fight. 

The farmer’s body was found on 
the south side of Carr street, be- 
tween Broadway and Sixth street. 
The sidewalk was spattered with 
blood for about 30 feet, indicating 
he had put up a stubborn resist- 
ance. There were knife wounds in 
his throat, neck and chest. 

Mladunicky and his son, Stephen, 
left their home on Chambers road, 
east of Ferguson, about 9 o'clock 
last night with a truck load ot 
produce, starting early to obtain an 
advantageous position in the mar- 
ket place. They parked the truck 
at Broadway and O'Fallon street, 
and remained there together until 
midnight, when the father left to 
make inquiry about probable prices. 
Before he left the father gave his 
son about $2.50, all the money he 
had except for the dime. 

Stephen slept for several hours, 
awaking about 4:30 a.m. He sold 
the produce, and when his father 
did not return by the time he was 
ready to go home, described him 
to police and was taken to the 
Morgue to identify his body. 

Stephen said his father, a slight, 
wiry man, was of determined tem- 
perament, and would have resisted 
robbers even though he had no 
more than a dime to lose. Miadu- 
nicky, 55 years old, was the father 
of two sons and a daughter. His 
widow also survives.

We are concentrating on what 
primarily belongs to the respon- 
sibilities of governments as to 
common action. When we have 
done our part the various govern- 
ments must face their own prob- 
lems of internal industria] policy 
in cooperation, where that is 
possible or necessary, with the 
international labor office. 

My thanks are due to the 
League of Nations for the honor 
they have done me by inviting me 
to preside over the conference. [I 
have accepted the invitation, 
knowing full well how formidable 
fs the work, but relying upon 
the trust and co-operation of the 
whole body of delegates and upon 
the_invaluable experience and 
help of Joseph Avenol, head of 
League secretfariat, and his staff 
from Geneva. 

Mr. Avenol we greet for the 
first time since his appointment 
as Secretary-General of the 
League. He will shortly be tak- 
ing up his duties, and we wish 
him many years of high endeavor 
successfully accomplished. 

Aware of bili 

I am sure that we are all aware 
of heavy responsibilities which 
are upon us and that we have met- 
determined to make the confer-. 
ence a success. The fate of gen- 
erations may well depend upon 
the courage, sincerity and width 
of view which we are to show 
during the next few weeks. 

As the experts have reminded 

us: “It will not, in our judg- 
ment, be possible to make sub- 
stantial progress by piecemeal 
measures; a policy of nibbling 
will not solve this crisis.” 

Have we come to deliberate and 
to decide as though our respec- 
tive nations were isolated units 
in the world? Then we shall fail 
and the world which looks upon 
us today with expectations will 
have to drain a bitter cup of dis- 
appointment. 

Have we come knowing that 
the permanent good of each is 
dependent upon the permanent 
good of all, and determined to 
co-operate in coming to agreé- 
ments which will make a renew- 
al of prosperity possible? Then 
we shall succeed, and expecta- 
tions of the world will be justi- 
fied. 

We must not fail. 

The men who succeed must 
face their work in the spirit of 
conquerors. : 

“Determined te Succeed” 

We give to the world as the 
note of our first meeting that we 
are detérmined to succeed. 

Nor can we delay. Rapidity of 
agreement is essential to success. 
Let the world know that we can 
show decision and give leader. - 
ship. 

Our program is intricate and 
rai subjects upon which we 
hold views hitherto unreconciled. 
And yet the needs of the day are 
so pressing, the experiences of 
these years have been so illumi- 
nating and so tragic, that surely 
we must approach our work with 
fresh and flexible minds. 

The facts of our time have an- 
swered many of the stiffest theo 
ries and dogmas of the past. 
Statesmanship today will be 
judged by what it devises to dis- 
pel the stern realities of the pres 
ent and to anticipate the re- 
quirements of the future. 

I think that I express the 
wishes of the great body of dele- 
gates when I say that we have 
not come to discuss mere eco- 
nomic theories and generalities, 
but to make practical proposals 
to meet urgent necessities. I 
should fherefore invite each dele- 
gation to submit its proposals in 
terms that are definite so that 
we may enter without loss of

more than education is required to 
be a good nurse or to make a good 
Catholic member of a Catholic hos- 
pital personnel. There is scarcely 
a calling in life that demands such 
a degree of unselfish servite and 
Christian neighborly love—so much 
personal sacrifice over and over 
again—to look beyond the suffer- 
ing body, to feel the soul of the 
patient, to see in the poor victim 
of disease the vision of. Christ him- 
self. 

“The most brilliant technique 
would be a dismal failure if the 
heart of the nurse is not informed 
by faith and religion. No book, no 
instructor can tell you how to do 
it—your Catholic heart and head 
must dictate. 

“Nearly everybody who comes 
into a hospital is somewhat abnor- 
mal; the patient certainly is, and 
quite often the relatives, too. Per- 
haps that should rfot be the case, 
but it is, and you cannot change 
it. Now, any person, religious or 
lay, who cannot understand that 
psychology of patient and _ rela- 
tives should hold no position in a 
hospital.” 

On the program for this after- 
noon were committee report meet- 
ings and a session of the executive 
board. ‘The committees to report 
include those on physical therapy, 
occupational therapy, X-ray, labora- 
tory service and dietetic service. 
The exhibits, installed on the floor 
of the gymnasium and in the bal- 
cony, were formally opeped. 

General Session Tomorrow. 

The first general session will be 
held tomorrow morning. Arch- 
bishop Glennon, the Rev. Robert S. 
Johnston, S. J., president of St.

Krebs, representing the St. Louis 
Medical Society, will welcome _ the 
delegates. The Rev. Alphonse M. 
Schwitalla, S. J., dean of St. Louis 
University Medical School, will give 
his address as president of the as- 
sociation. 

Final sessions of the association’s 
Institute of Nursing Education 
were set for this afternoon, but 
most of those who attended that 
meeting, which opened Saturday, 
are expected to remain for the gen- 
eral convention.

From U.S. Champions

CHICAGO, June 12.—A team just reaching its peak defeated 
one, which had gone to the top, tapered off and was trying to come 
back, in the North American soccer championship game, played be- 
fore an estimated crowd of 5000 persons at Soldier Field, here, yes- 


terday. 

That explains the two goals to 
one defeat handed the Stix, Baer & 
Fuller eleven of St. Louis, United 


Toronto, which really has a fine 
eleven, is just reaching the top of 
its form. The season is just about 
at the midway mark in Canada, 
since play starts in the spring and 
continues until October. For the 
‘Stix, it wag the first real match 
since April 26, when the club de- 
feated the New York Americans, 
two goals to one, to win the U. S. F. 
A. title. 

Toronto exhibited fine combina- 
-tion play on the forward line; the 
‘halfbacks worked well ' with the 
front men, while on defense the in- 
side forwards were always back 
lending assistance. The Stix, on 
the other hand, did quite a bit of 
wild kicking. There was very lit- 
tle accurate passing, most of it be- 
ing of the haphazard variety. Then 
the fact that it was the fourth 
game in a week for the Stix did not 
help. The athletes were tired out, 
They were unable to keep pace with 
the Canadians, three of them play- 
ing their first season in senior com- 
petition. 

Ollie Bohiman Not Available. 


Last Monday and Wednesday, the 
Stix played exhibition games with 
the Twilight League clubs in St. 
Louis and then Saturday, with the 
thermometer hovering around the 
95 mark, the team played at Mil- 
waukee, where incidentally the ser- 
vices of Ollie Bohiman, a fine haif- 
back, were lost through an injury 
to his leg. To further handicap, the 
United States title winners, Alex 
McNab, captain and outside right, 
was forced out after the first 10 
minutes of play, when he pulled a 
“charley horse” Frankie Pastor 
replaced McNab. 

That the attack of the Stix was 
not functioning properly can be 
geen readily, when it is told that 
not once during the 90 minutes of 
play was “Goalie” Wallace called 
upon to make a hard save. Most of 
the shots he did clear came from 
well out and were directly in his 
hands. Charley La Barge, on the 
other hand; was kept rather: busy. 
Just before the first half closed, 
he was called upon to make one es- 
pecially fine save of a try from 
Stevens. 

Players on both elevens were 
handicapped by field . conditions. 
There was not a blade of grass on 
Soldier Field. To make matters 
worse, the field in some places was 
hard as rock, while at other places, 
there was nothing but loose sand.

Highway Financing in Missouri. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE editorial in your June 3 issue, en- 

titled “Subsidizing the Rallroads’ 
Competitors,” gives the wrong impree 
sion concerning State highway financing 
as practiced in Missouri. I must take 
special exception to two sentences, apart 
from the général conclusions you feach. 

The first excerpt reads, “The triick and 
bus alréady have a great advantage in 
their use of a right of way at public 
expénse, to which their contribution is 
slight." The sécodnd excerpt, from 
Mr. Roosevelt's Salt Lake City address, 
reads, “You and I, in our arnnuAl tax bills, 
pay for most of the maintenance of the 
highways and the interest charges on 
théir construction. The motor véehiclé 
ownérs pay only a small part.” These 
statements do not fit conditions as they 
exist in Missouri. 

Out of the total motof véhiclés (717,460) 
registered in Missouri for 1932, hot quité 
14 per cént (99,265) are trucks ahd 
busses. Of this small percéhtagé, 1280 
acted as common carriers. It must be 
remémbéred that thesé common carriers 
pay licérise feés and a gasoline tax, the 
samé as othér motor vehicles. They also 
pay an additional fee for the privilege 
of acting as common e¢arriers, which goes 
into thé State road fund, In othér words, 
the common carriérs pay their propor- 
tional part, as does every other motor 
vehicle owner, in the construction and 
maintenance of State highways. Those 
who do not own motor vehicles do not 


‘contribute a dollar directly to the State 


road fund.

Let us see how this State road fund its 
made up. A§jnce the passage of the 
Hawes law in 1917 (at which time the 
State highway program proper began) to 
the beginning of the present year, there 
has been collected for State highway pur- 
poses $305,374,618.56. These collections 
came from the following sources:

This table shows that 83.94 per cent of 
the money was obtained from motor ve- 
hicle owners; 2.36 per cent from miscel- 
laneous sources and 13.7 per cent from 
the United States Government as Fed- 
eral aid. It is thus seen that the State, 
as a state, has not contributed a dollar 
to the road fund, and that counties, as 
counties, have contributed nothing to the 
State road fund. The motor vehicle own- 
ers have carried and will continue to 
carry a large share of the burdén. 

In addition to paying their license fees 
and gasoline tax, all motor vehicle own- 
ers also pay a personal property tax upon 
their vehicles and a real estate tax upon 
the buildings that store them. These 
taxes go into the county treasuries and 
the State general revenue fund, along 
with the taxes paid by the railroad com- 
panies. Furthermore, the filling stations, 
garages and repair shops—which form a 
part of the highway transportation ma- 
chine—pay property taxes, as do the rail- 
roads on their round houses, repair shops 
and station buildings. These taxes paid 
by the filling stations, garages, etc., are 
passed on to the ultimate consumer, the 
motor vehicle owner.

The Senate apparently followed the reasoning of 
several authorities Who have recently arisen to ex- 
press the view that Congress has the poWer to end 
tax exemption simply by passing a law to that effect. 
Their contention is based on the wording of the six- 
teeth amendment te the Constitution: “The Con- 
gress sliall have the power to lay and collect taxes 
on incomes, from whatever sources derived...” If 
the phrase here italicized meahs afiytifing, it means 
that Gongress can tax income fromi state and Fed: 
era] securities. That is what Charles. Evans Hughes, 
then Governor of New York, now Qhief Justice of the 
Supreme Court, interpreted it td mean when the 
Amendment was before the states for ratification two 
decdies ago. Sedatérs Clark and Boral, both strict 
constructionists, took a similar view in the debate. 
An éstimated total of 38% billion dollars’ worth 
of securities issued in this country bears the priv- 
ilege of exemption from normal incomé tax or sur- 
taxes, or both. These tax-free sectirities have been 
one reason for the failure of our gurtaxes to produce 
what they should. Surplug incomes naturally gravi- 
tate to investment in these issues, as an entirely 
legal means of reducing payments to the Govérn- 
ment. This condition has met widespread criticism 
as an unsocial ahd inequitable flaw in our income 
tax system. So cofservative a publication as the 
Wall Street Journal recently printed an article which 
stated that tax-exempt securities provide “a com: 
fortable cyclone céllar for the rich man:” Cordell 
Hull, now Secretary of State, has said: “It is unwise 
to créate a class in this country which cannot be 
reached for tax purposés.” He added that the situ- 
ation might in time mean the end of our graduated 
income tax system which, if properly énforced, is 
the soundest and fairest means of raising revenue 
yet contrived. 

Just how much revenue could be obtained from 
taxing these issues is difficult to determiné. It is 
safe to say, however, that it would reach and prob- 
ably exceed the $220,000,000 a year required to pay 
interest anf amortization charges on the proposed 
$3,300,000,000 public works bond issue. Ogden L.

There are indications that the growing liberalism 
of the Supreme Court Would have upheld such a 
measure as the Senaté majority approved.

Similar dissents wére recorded in 1931 and 1932, in 
eases relating, respectively, to royalties from Fed- 
eral copyrights and application of a state corpora- 
tion franchise tax to interest on Federal bonds.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 12. — 
Refusal of the Missouri Public Ser- 
vice Commission to authorize the 
Union Electric Light & Power Co. 
to acquire and hold 26 per cent of 
the stock of the Laclede Power & 
Light Co., a smaller electric com- 
petitor in St. Louis, on the ground 
that the result would be adverse to 
public interest, was sustained by 
the Missouri Supreme Court today. 

Division No, 1, in an opinion by 
Commissioner Laurence M. Hyde, 
affirmed a ruling of Cole County 
Circuit Court, which upheld the 
commission's order. 

The proposed purchase, involving 
what Union Electric officers de- 
scribed as an “entering wedge to 
obtain control of the Laclede elec- 
tric property and ultimately to con. 
solidate it with Union Electric 
properties,” ~as one phase of an 
intense rivalry which has existed 
between the two companies for sev- 
era] years. 

A suit to compel the Laclede 
Power & Light Co. to recognize 
Louis H, Egan, president of the Un- 
ion Electric, as a director of the 
Laclede company on votes cast by 
holders of the stock involved in the 
case decided today, is pending in St. 
Louis Circuit Court. Under the cu- 
mulative voting plan, the 26 per 
cent of the stock carries voting 
power to elect one member of the 
Laclede board of directors. 

What Union Electric Wanted. 

The Union Electric applied for 
authority to acquire and hold vot- 
ing trust ~srtificates for 1830 of the 
13,183 outstanding shares of stock 
of the Laclede company, or about 
26 per cent. The certificates for 
the 3330 shares are had in the 
names of the Securities Investing 
Trust, 2440, North American Edi- 
son Co., 850; and Edison Securities 


Corporetion, 40, all affiliates or- 


subsidiaries of North American Co., 
parent holding company of the Un- 
jon Electric. Stock control of the 
Laclede Power & Light Co. is held 
by the Utilities Power & Light Car- 
poration of Chicago, which also 
controls the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
of St. Louis. 

The commission denied the ap- 
plication in April, 1932, holding the 
transfer would be adverse to the 
public interest. The commission 
pointed out that the two companies 
were engaged in bitter competition, 
and held the stated purpose of 
Union Electric to elect one of its 
executives as a director of the La- 
clede company would hamper and 
impair the efficient conduct of the 
business of the two companies, 

Commissioner Hyde held the com- 
mission was justified ip denying the 
application. He said it was the 
Union Electric's theory, as disclosed 
in the record, that an absolute 
monopoly of the electric business in 
the whole territory in which it op- 
erates would be best for the public 
interest because it would be more 
efficient and economical]. 

The Commissioner’s Reasoning. 

“That might be true, particularly 
in a sparsely settled area,” the com- 
missioner said, “but whether it is 
true in a great metropolitan center 
like the city of St. Louls is an- 
other matter. It also might be bet- 
ter from the standpoint of profits 
for the North American family, but 
whether it would, under the situa- 
tion now existing, be better for the 
people of the city is, likewise, an- 
other matter. But these are ques- 
tions for the commission to decide. 

“Theoretically, an absolute mon- 
archy is the most efficient and eco- 
nomical form of government,” the 
commissioner said. “As a practical 
matter, however, the lessons of his- 
tory show that human nature is 
not strong enough to continuously 
withstand the strain of the tempta- 
tions which come with absolute 
power. 

“While the purpose of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission Act is to re- 
strain cut-throat competition on the 
theory that it is destructive and 
that the ultimate result is that the 
public must poy for that®destruc- 
tion, and while regulation can 
_ provide for both adequate service, 
reasonable cost to consumers and 
reasonable return to companies, we 
do not conceive it to be the purpose 
of the regulatory policy of this 
State to eventually place each form 
of public utility service throughout 
the whole State under the control 
of only one corporation. That is 
where appellant's (Union Electric’s) 
theory of the public welfare could 
logically lead. While that may come 
in the future, it cannot be found 
in the present act.” — 

Commissioner Hyde said the com- 
mission was justified in finding, 
from the evidence, that it would be 
detrimental to the public interest

“Appellant’s president said this 
purchase would be an entering 
wedge to obtain control of Laclede 
Power & Light Co.,” the commis- 
sioner said. “We think the com- 
mission might be justified in con- 
sidering this simile as indeed very 
apt. We understand a wedge to 
be an implement for splitting some 
other things wide open.” 
Commissioner Hyde said the 
Union Electric’s avowed purpose of 
placing its president, Egan, on the 
board of the Laclede company, 
“where he would be in its rival’s 
innermost councils and in a position 
to obtain its confidential informa- 
tion and business secrets, could cre- 
ate a situation from which we 
think the inference would be jus- 
tified that the future relations of 
the two companies would be far 
from harmonious and helpful.” 
“Where there has been such long 
and bitter rivalry as has continued 
between these companies,” he said, 
“is it not a matter within common 
knowledge and experience that, if 
a leader of one such rival camp 
forces himself into the councils of 
the enemy, against their will, and 
with the purpoée of acquiring their 
property, the result will not be 
peaceful, helpful and harmonious 
co-operation ?” 
Commissioner Hyde’s opinion was 
concurred in by Chief Justice Gantt 
and Judges Frank and Hays. Judge 
Atwood concurred in the result.

HOSE of my readers who have 
articles 


found that even when

two hands, with aj] three top hon- 
ore jointly held, had been located, 
slam would still be bid in no 
if both hands were split 
(four-three-three), whereas with a 
four-four-three-two distribution 
either partner could steer the hand 
to the suit slam if preferring trump 
play. 
The Procedure Is Exactly Similar 
When it is the responding hand 
who makes the slam try, the proce- 
dure is the same, with the roles re- 
versed. In accepting the slam try, 
the opening bidder should now bid 
a four-card suit headed by two of 
the top three honors, if he possesses 
one, and his hand calis for an ac 
ceptance of the slam try by virtue 
of its reserve primary values or its 
possession of three aces. Since, 
howéver, it is more likely that the 
partner's four-card holding is in 
one of the other three suits than in 
the same suit as the opefer’s, one 
must always expect that the slam 
will be bid in no trumps. Conse- 
quently, you must be very caréful 
not to shade your values in any 
way because you accept the slam 
try by bidding a suit instead of 
having to raise in no trumps. 
If, therefore, you have bid one 
no trump as dealer or second hand, 
and your partner slam tries with 
three no trumps, do not overbid 
your hand just because there is a 
K Q x x holding in it, Tell your- 
self that this suit is just an added 
chance which is not very likely to 
produce anything better than a re- 
sponse of four no trumps, but 
which once In a while click and 
find a safer slam declaration. As- 
sume that though you bid four in 
the suit in accepting the slam try, 
you will end up in six no trumps. 
Consequently, pass unless you have 
the full primary values which we 
found necessary for bidding four 
no trumps—namely, (a) three acés 
and altogether three and a half pri- 
mary tricks in your hand, or (b) 
four primary tricks without any 
stipulation as to having more than 
one.ace. Your partner will not as- 
sume that you have a five-card suit, 
because, as we have already seen, 
you would bid five in a suit of more 
than four cards if you had a con- 
cealed long suit and your hand jus 
tified acceptance of your partner’s 
three no trump slam try.

Do not refrain from bidding your 
four-card suit because you yourself 
have a split hand, Your partner 
May have the four-four-three-two 
distribution which could decide him 
to slam in your suit.

Effects of Abnormal 
Labor 


ECAUSE it is known that dif- 

ficult and ig childbirth 

may injure the child, producing 
water on the brain and certain 
types of spastic paralysis, due to 
nerve injury, thére long has been 
much speculation as to the effects 
of difficult labor on intelligence. 

It was suspected that in difficult 
labor the child’s brain might be in- 
jured in such a way as to render its 
mentality below normal. 


A study was made recently in 
Massachusetts, including 20,000 
children and extending over a pe- 
riod of nine years. 

‘Labor was considered abnormal 
when it was prolonged over 24 hours 
in the instance of a first birth or 
over 12 hours in subsequent births, 
Operative and instrumental deliver- 
ies, other than those in which lew 


cluded in this study. 

The children born in difficult lw 
bor were compared with those 
whose birth was normal It was 
found that cases of mental ‘retarc.a- 
tion were roughly equal both 


groupe 

An interesting by-product of this 
study appears in reports from 125 
Massachusetts obstétricians that 
about 70 per cent of their deliveries 
fell into the clasé of difficult or ab- 
normal labor. 

In studying the birth histories of a 
group of mentally defective and re- 
tarded children, it was found that 
fewer among these were born in dif- 
ficult labor than a comparable group 
of mentally norma) children. 
Abnormal labor does not appear 
to affect children adversely in their 
subsequent nutrition, height or 
weight. 

On the contrary, it was found that 
children born in difficult labor have 
a tendency to be of over-averuge 
height. It was suggested that these 
children were larger at the time of 
birth and for that reason were more 
difficult to deliver. 

The only positive relationship be- 
tween abnormal! labor and undesir- 
able effects on the child was found 
in the realm of nerve injuries,
